Assistant Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk said to- 
night the United States is 
sympathetic towards further 
organisation for security of 
the Pacific area. 


Mr Rusk said that ‘President 
Truman has referred to ihe 
security trcaties we recently 
signed with Japan, the Philip- 
pines, Australia and New Zeo- 
land as ‘mitial s.eps’.” 

Mr Rusk, who is in charge of 
Far Eas.ern affairs of the Sta‘e 
Departmen’, ‘eld the Seatile 
World Affairs Council in a pre~ 
pared address that there ts 
overwhelming American support 
fer Unicd States assis.ance to 
the Philippines “cn a realistic 
basis of self-help and mutual 
aid.”

In a curt 225-word note delivered in Cairo by % 
the British Ambassador, Sir Ralph Stevenson, -

It said that Egypt’s one-sided junking of the 
treaty, by which British troops are stationed in the 
vital Suez Canal zone, threatened the whole struc- 
ture of international relations if no reliance could 
be placed on any international agreement.

Mr Chaorchith and = Pre- 
stdent Roosevelt held a 
second Cairo conference with 
thelr staffs on their return 
from Teheran on Dec. 2, 
1943, The President felt 
commltted to Gen. Chiang 
Kal-shek to launch an am- 
phibious attack across the 
Bay of Bengal. 

This would have employed 
landing-craft which Mr 
Churchill desired to use in 
the Mediterranean for the 
capture of Rhodes, thus per- 
haps bringing Turkey into 


the war. ; 


N the afternoon of 
Dec. 4 we held our 
first plenary meet- 
ing, but made little 
headway. The President 
began by saying that he 
must leave on Dec. 6, and 
that all reports should be 
ready for the final agree- 
; ment of both parties by the 
evening of Sunday, Dec. 5. 


Apart from the question of the 
entry of Turkey into the war, 
ihe only outstanding point seem- 
ed to be the comparatively small 
one of the use to be made of a 
svore of landing-craft and their 
equipment. It was unthinkable 
that one could be beaten by a 
petty item like that, and he felt 
bound to say that the detail 
must be disposed of. 


I said that 1 did not wish to 
leave the Conference in any 
doubt that the British delegation 
viewed our early dispersal with 
great apprehension. There were 
still many questions of first-claSs 
importance to be settled. Two 
decisive events had taken place 
in the last few days. 


In the frst place, Marshal 
Stalin had voluntarily proclaim- 
ed that the Soviet would declare 
war on Japan the moment Ger- 
many was defeated, This would 


made it all the more important 
that we should concentrate on 
making “Overlord”. [the 1944 
eross-Channel operation] a 
success. It would be necessary 
for the Staffs to examine how 
this new fact would affect 
operations in thé :Pacifie ‘and 
Southeast Asia, ;

“The team is young and 
it is improving all the 
time,” said one official. 
“That is, the swimmers, 1 
should say. The team won't 
be chosen until official try- 
outs in 1962, and it is the 
truth when we say we don’t 
know who will be on the 


squad.” 

Based on the performances in 
the National Ama‘cur Athletic 
Union champuwnships held lasi 
July, the men’s standous are 
Ford Konno of Honolulu and 
Wayne Moore of Yale University. 

Konno won the 800-metre and 
1500-metre freestyle races, and 
Moore won the 200-metre and 
400-metre races. Among the 
also-nans in these races was John 
Marshall of Aus‘ralia, world 
record-holder at 400 metres, 500 
m.tres and 440 yards. Konno is 
18 years old, Moore is 19.

“T didn't see Konno last year 
when he lost to Marghall in the 
AAU finals, but those who did 
say he has improved greatly in 
the last year." 

“Konno will be even betrer in 
1952," said hls coach, Yoshito 
Sagawa. 

One veteran swimming writer 
who Saw the 1951 AAU meet said 
hat he was most impressed by 
the youth of ihe comestants. 

“So many new faces—it’s a 
complete turnover in the USA 
swim scene," he said. “All these 
new stars ‘have come up 60 
suddenly. So it Is reasonable to 
expect that other new s'‘ars will 
arise ‘before the Olympics at 
Oslo. It would be hard to 
predict the makeup of the USA 
‘eam.” 

Most of ithe swimmers are 
college studen‘s, and will 
compete during the winter in 
collegiate indoor meets. The 
non-college swimmers will keep 
in shape at club pools. 

“The competition next year at 

Olympic trials will be as 
tough as the Olympics  them- 
selvex’ said one observer.—

The rise and fall of the three O'Sullivan brothers provides a chapter of its own 
in the British postwar boxing story. 


Danny, Dickie and Mickie are as Cockney 


as the sparrows; 


although their 


parents, living in London’s Finsbury Park, are Irish. Mr O'Sullivan was himself a 
boxer of some note, and his sons have met with mixed fortune in the same sport. 


Dickie was the first to arrive 
in the fistic limelight. In the 
Royal Navy during the war, 
he found himself in Australia, 
got himseh paid for putting on 
the gloves in several contests 
in Sydney 
success. 

Demobilised, he climbed the 
ladder sufficiently to fight 
Rinty O'Monoghan for the 
World, European, Emplre and 
British flyweight titles.

Amazing 
New 
Rocket 


| Plane_| 


San Antonio, 
Texas, Nov. 5. 
The US has a rocket 
plane, the Navy’s Douglas 
Skyrocket, so speedy that 
air friction can make it 
hotter than boiling water. 


This piane has gone higher 
than 72,000 feet, (more than 13 
miles) the highest published 
flight of man. 

The US has three of these 
plsnes and the facts uncovered 
by them, mostly still secret, 
are expected to benefit many 
combat planes which still are 
in the designing board stage. 


These reports were made by 
A. M. Mayo, of the Douglas 
Aircraft Company, Inc., El 
Segundo, California, to a 
symposium on the medical 
and other human problems of 
speed and fight up near the 
borders of outside space. 


The symposium here is the 
first of its kind, It is sponsored 
by the US Air Force Schoo, of 
Aviation Medicine, Randolph 
Field, and the Lovelace Foun- 
dation, of Albuquerque, New 
Mexico. Physicians, physicists, 
flyers, aeroplane designers and 
astronomers are on the four- 
day programme. 


The air friction that is hotter 
than boiling water, Mayo said, 
comes at Jow altitudes. It is 
met by a refrigeration in 
the cockpit, As the rocket ship 
reaches 70,000 fect the friction 
is mo demger eo hot. But above 
that altitude there is 50 little 
air that the heat of the sun's 
rays becomes intolerable, unless 
a cooling system is used. 


PREDICTION 


The ccoling above 70,000 tect 
will have to be different than 
present ccoling for lower altitudes, 
Mayo eid. He predicted lNquid 
oxygen for ccoling as ships go 
still higher. And wiiimately, he 
sald, the difference in température 
™ the’ sunny and shady sides of 
a ship can be used for cooling. 

There is, he cald, one terror 
which fs not going to bother much, 
namely the astonishing heat cf 
very thin upper air. At 35 miles 
this temperature ts 170 fahrenheit 
and at 400 miles it is 4,000 degrees. 
But the air particles are ‘so far 
aparb at those altitudes they 
probably will not even be felt 
as heat, 

These fast planes run away 
from the noises they make, be- 
cause they travel faster than 
sound. But Mayo said there is 
cause to worry about the super- 
scund vibrations of jet and 
rocket engines, They are not 
audible, and no one is sure 
whether they may harm the 
men inside the plane.—Asso- 
ciated Press,

HILLS LOST 
AND REWON 


Stiff Korea Fighting 


Highth Army HQ., 
“Nov. 7 

Screaming Chinese Com- 
munists pushed UN defen- 
ders from three strategic 
hills on the western front on 
Tuesday, but the Allied 
doughboys counter-attacked 
to recapture two of the posi- 
tions. It was the fourth 
day that the western front 
took the centre stage in the 
Korean battle picture. 

The hills were lost west and 
rorthwest of Yonchon and 
northwest of Chorwon, Rain 
and a heavy overcast robbed 
the infantrymen of their close 
air support, while ground 
operations also were hampered 
by the cold crizzling rain that 
fell throughout the day. 

The strongest Red effort 
came northwest of Yonchon, 
where two Communist 
battalions attacking in waves 
drove Allied advance units from 
their hill positions. The attack 
was supported by anti-tank or 
self-propelled gunfire which 
was described .as “accurate. 
It was preceded by about 2,000 
rounds of enemy artillery fire 
which fell on. UN positions. 

Northwest of Chorwon, an 
estimated Communist battalion 
flung itself against a UN out- 
post position, A half hour 
after the assault begun, Cotn- 
munist troops broke through 
Allied lines at a point between 
two units, UN troops withdrew 
to the base of the hill and 
regrouped,’ Allled infantrymen 
termed ‘back up the bill at 
130.a.m. but. found that the 
Communists had withdrawn.

Mr Manson pointed out that 
payment of tax on estimated 
assessments did not absolve to 
defendant from submitting re- 
turns,
